“Digital Gift to the Nation” on Nov. 13 

Lawrence K. Grossman Former President of NBC News and PBS to Speak 


CLEVELAND (Nov. 6, 2003) — Tbe Cleveland Museum of Art (CMA) will host A Digital Gift to the 
Nation, an informative panel discussion on Thursday, Nov. 13 at 3 p.m. (sharp). Led by Lawrence K. Grossman, 
co-chairman of the Digital Promise Project and former president of NBC News and PBS, the discussion will focus 
on the Digital Opportunity Investment Trust (DOIT) , pending legislation for a $20 billion educational 
technology trust fund that will stimulate development of new educational software and content for the nation’s 
schools, universities, libraries and museums. This program also will he broadcast live on the Internet. 

The DOIT educational trust fund would support research and development of new educational models and 
prototypes, taking full advantage of the Internet and other new digital telecommunications technologies. This 
proposal is in the spirit of the great American educational innovations of previous centuries such as the GI Bill of 
1948 and the Land Grant Colleges Act of 1862 that helped transform the nation's economy and strengthen its 
democracy. In a recent report to Congress, Northeast Ohio was particularly singled out as an area primed to 
benefit from this type of program. 

The panel of experts, including CMA’s Chief Information Officer Leonard Steinbach, will discuss DOIT’s 
prospective impact on education, economic development, cultural institutions and Northeast Ohio. Panelists 
include:
